A Bill to Amend the taw relating to Embankments 
and Water-courses. 


Waennas it is expedient that provision should 
be made for the better constraction, maintenance, 
and management of embankments and water- 
courses in the territories subject to the Lieutenant- 
Governor of Bengal; It is enacted as follows :— 


PART L. 
Preliminary. 


1. This Act may be called “The Bengal 
Embankment Aet, 1873.” : 
It extends to the whole of the territories subject 
to tho Lientenant-Governor of Bengal, except the 
province of Orissa and the Soonderbuns as defined 
ander the provisions of Clause 2, Section 18, 
Regulation 111 of 1828, 
And it shall come into force on the day of the 
passing thereof. 
2.. From such day Act No, XXXII of 1855 
(relating to embankments) and 
Bengal Act No. VII of 1865 
(to make better provision for 
the acquisition of land for embankments and other 
matiers relating thereto) shall, except so far as 
relates to the province of Orissa and the said 
Soonderbuns, be repealed.

Receipt side.—The increase of Rs. 1,86,000 under “ imperial allotment” is due to 
the creation of additional provincial services for which allotments of imperial money 
had to be made, and to the special grant of one lakh for expenditure in the Burdwan 
fever tract. ‘he decrease of Rs. 7,43,000 under ‘ provincial rates and taxes” is due to the 
income drom district road and ferry tolls having been made over finally to “ local finds,” 
under which head they now appears to the income from canal and river tolls being | 
shown as receipts of the ‘ Publie Works Department ;” and to the “ cattle-trespass feos” 
being shown under “ miscellaneous.” The heading “ provincial rates and taxes” is 
blank, because no rate or tax has been imposed for provincial purposes since the 
decentralization scheme first came into effect. ‘Ihe increased receipts under “jails” . 
are due to the suecessful sale of jail manufactures. The increase under ‘ registration’? 
is partly due to the increased’number of registration offices, and the increased acces- 
sibility of registrars. 


The increase under “miscellaneous” is due to the transfer of ‘cattle trespass 
fees” from “ provincial rates and taxes” as already explained. The “ public works” 
increase represerits the tolls on provincial canals and roads. 


The great increase of 14} lakhs under ‘local funds” is due in part to the transfer 
of local tolls income to ‘local funds ;” and 9 lakhs of the increase 1s due to the grant 
ofthat sum from the provincial balances to the several district committees. 


Charges side—The decrease of Rs. 92,000 under “ provincial and local rates and 
taxes” is due to the transfor of the cattle pound charges to “ miscellaneous.” ‘The 
stall inerease under jails is partly due to the cost of improved administration and 
partly to the larger outlay on manufacturing materials. The decrease of Rs. 1,19,000 
under “ police” is said to be due to the reduced cost of the executive police force. "The 
merease of Rs. 62,000 under the head of medical” is mainly duo to the large ce 
diture on hospitals and dispensaries in the fover-stricken tracts of Burdwan. ‘The 
large increase of Rs, 9,87,000 under “ miscellaneous” is due to the grant of nine lakhs 
{tom proyincial funds to the several district committees. The small increase of Rs. 52,000 
in tho “public works” expenditure needs no explanation. ‘The increase of Rs. 54,000 
inder “office rents and taxes” is due to the transfet to the provincial budget of the, 
‘taxes on public buildings which used in the preceding Maa! to be defrayed from the
